Ten thousand persons saw tho decor- 


ation of Abraham Lincoln1! statue at 
tho Prospect Park plaza, Brooklyn, jos- 
terday. The State and National ffitg« 
fluttered from the flagstaff*, Two hun- 
dred pupils 
from Brooklyn public 


schools 9, 10 and 15 sung hymns. 
The 


Uov. Emory J. Haynos delivered tho 
oration. Inferring to the bronze figure 
of the dead President, he said that it 
should stand there "au example to direct 
officeholders from the custom house and 
tin; aldermen's chambers, and our law- 
makers UK wisll, to turn from that temp- 
tation, 'to tbo victors belong the spoils.' 
The inanimate bronze lifts up its dull 
shape to give rebuke to some men who 
roll pant it on their way to yonder gates 
of pleasure, for it threatens confusion 
to more than one of them, whose oreed 
is, 'every man baa his price,' Tho mar- 
tyred man had no price." The bate of 
the pedestal was heaped up with living 
(lowers, and evergreen festoons decked 
the bronze figure and tho emancipation 
Eieroll in its hand. The

decoration was completed by crowning 
the statue with a wreath of white

Their time is 


evotcd to working lu tho branches and 
wigs of all kinds of trees. They plow 
illle grooves in tho limbs and tender 
ark next tho wood, and these pen fora- 
ions kill tho branches and tho foliage 
soon turns yellow. la 1800 the locusts 


id not appear until Juno, when the 
reos were In full loaf, and in two weeks 
lie woods looked as if they had been 
wept by a November frost. There Is 
very prospect that tho locusts will be 
s thick this as they wore tbat year, In 
841) they camo in such vast numbers 
hat tbo trees were threshed with whips, 
nd dead locusts carried away by the 
lushol. Stories of tho poisonous nature 
if the sting of this curious insect, 
which did duty in 1880, moating much 


larm, have been revived, but the sev- 
ntoon year locust is harmless to man 
,nd beast 
It is an inch and a half 


ong when full grown. It comes out of 
ho ground tail first, and has on its head 
white marks forming a perfect letter 
V. In 1800, believers in signs and su- 
perstitions declared that the appearance 
f this cabalistic sign denoted war.— 
'robably the W will do service in the 
amo way this year, only there will, 
icrhaps, not bo so much of an air of 
irophecy about It. The seventeen-year 
ocust, take him altogether, Is not so 
md a fellow, an he does no permanent 
njury, but ho does interfere greatly 
with the year's fruit crop.
